REPORT OF INVESTIGATION 


School Officials of 
Opinion That 


Boy's Treatment at School Did 


Not Prompt Act 


Bin'.ey D. Farthing, county school 


superintendent, and Grant 
Cooper, 


principal of the New Salem school, 
today completed (heir 
investigation 


into the suicide of Vernon Wnlko, a 
student whose death was attributed 
to a brooding spell following ;\ haz- 
ing at the school, and the school olii- 
e.ials exonerate the hazing as 
the. 


cause, and are of (lie opinion that 
some other motive prompted his ac- 
tion. 


The funeral services for the high 


school lad were 'held t'liis morning at 
the home of his parents, Sir. and 
Mrs. 
Fred Walke, cast of Hiehlitnd, 


and burial was made in East 
Hill 


cemetery, IJushvillc. 


In the investigation of the school 


oflicials, the boy is termed as being 
strong, instead of timid, and capable 
of taking care- of himself in any kind 
of a shuffle. The alleged hazing took 
place on 'the playground Tuesday in 
view of the leathers and was termed 
as being ''somewhat rough"', but not 
of a serious nature. 


The report of the investigation of 


the school officials is as follows: 


•'We have investigated the 'hazing' 


at New Salem high school and ftn:l 
that practically all the said hazing 
was done on the playground in sight 
of teachers. Although it was some- 
what rough, nothing in, our opinion 
was. done to anyone to justify him 
to quit school. The Freshmen seem- 
ingly enjoyed it as much as anyone 
and their leader was Vernon Wnlke. 


"Yomon was mot a weak, timid 


boy, but "was unusually strong and 
capable of holding his own against 
any one hoy. We believe if he was 
afraid to come ba-ck it was more be- 
cause of his studies than fear of t'he 
boys, as he knew a ban was put OB 
tbe 'rough play' when school took np 
that day. However, 
Vernon 
was 


starting very well in his subjects."

These units will have more taxes 


to pay ia spite of the five-cent de- 
crease itt the county tax and a two- 
cent reduction in the gravel

Most of the in- 
creases are due to new roads, cans- 
ing an increase in t!i^ gravel ro.id 
liond and interest fund levy. 


Jackson township's rate under- 


went the greatest change, advancing 
from $1.020 to .1-2.13, which is an in- 
crease of more than 100 
percent.

Rule Works Both Ways 


(Wall Street Journal) 


Let it be conceded that Wall 


Street knows nothing about farming. 
The really intelligent fanner may 
not believe it. Wall Street's know- 
edge of fanning must necessarily be 
reater and more exact than thai of 
ll the farmers put together, in or- 
der to carry on its business. But let 
us concede'that this is not so. The 
farmer, in return, will grant that 
Wall Street at least knows something 
about credit. The farmer ought to 
inow something aliout credit, and 
this is the time of year when he 
should be instructed. For some weeks 
to come he will be borrowing- money 
a? the bank, and it makes a vital dif- 
ference to him, how much he gets on 
liis note and what rate of interest he 
pays. 


He borrows from small bankers, 


who in .turn are extended credit by 
larger bankers, together with advice 
and information on the state of the 
credit market. But these small bank- 
ers are at the mercy of popular rumor 
precisely as Wall Street is, on oc- 
casion. It would be possible in^ Wall 
Street ,toMainage, and ultimately to 
ruin, the credit of the most solvent 
corporation. A dexterously conducted 
campaign of depreciation and false 
inference might easily make it impos- 
sible for the packers to carry 
on 


business, in view of the 'small margin 
of profit on their immense turnover. 


It is possible to damage the farm- 


-,s business in the same way. It is 
possible to spread rumors about his 
financial condition which will 
so 


oare the small banker that he will 
lend the farmer less 
money 
and 


charge more for lending it. 
When, 


therefore, iSenator Brookhart bawls 
all over the country that the farmer 
is broke, that he^lost, by deflation 
$32,000,000,000, 
or more than half 


of the total value of all the farms ir, 
the United States and everything or 
them, h6 damages the farmer's cre- 
dit everywhere. It makes no differ- 
ence that his statement is not only 
exaggerated, 
but 
flatly untrue. 


Brookhart throws a successful scare 
into the small banker and the credit 
of every farmer in the United States 
is injured;
